Innu and Inuit stage Protest at 
Voisey’s Bay 


Innu Nation — August 20, 1997: The Innu Nations 
and the Labrador Inuit are staging a joint protest 
action at Voisey's Bay. A protest camp has been es- 
tablished by the Inuit with more than 250 Innu mo- 
bilized from Davis Inlet and Sheshatshiu to join the 
Inuit at the camp. 

"Development at the site has gone far enough. 
Inco is now building a road and an airstrip without 
Innu and Inuit consent. Without our consent there 
will be no project!", stated Katie Rich, President of 
the Innu Nation. 

Both the Innu Nation and the Labrador Inuit 
Association have been negotiating an impact-ben- 
efit agreement with the Voisey's Bay Nickel Com- 
pany, a wholly owned subsidiary of Inco, for more 
than a year. Talks between the company and the ab- 
original groups broke down in August 1997 after 
the company refused to halt construction work on 
the project until agreements had been reached and a 
full environmental assessment of the project com- 
pleted. 

Rich outlined the Innu position by saying, "A 
project of this nature requires proper planning and 
a proper environmental assessment. It also requires 
aboriginal consent. The Innu cannot give approval 
to the project without a land rights agreement and 


an Impact Benefits Agreement in place. Inco is try- ` 


ing to proceed without any of this." 


Innu Nation and the Labrador Inuit Associa- 


tion have tried every available means to halt the 
company's plans to build a road at the site, includ- 
ing an unsuccessful court action in the Newfound- 
land Supreme Court. An appeal of the Supreme 
Court decision was heard on Monday, August 25. 
"Each day they plow further ahead with the con- 
struction of the road, and by the time we will have 
our day in court, the road and the airstrip may be 
finished."

Federal Government buys land for 
Kanesatake to expand cemetery 


In August 1997, the town of Oka agreed to sell 12,335 
square meters of land for $230,000, including the 
site in the pine forest under land claim where 
Kanesatake wants to expand their ancestral cemetery. 

This land is the site of the 1990 conflict that 
rose out the town’s plans to expand the golf course 
on to Mohawk territory. 

Since 1990, Kanesatake has been in negotiations 
with Ottawa to create a continuous land base for the 
Mohawks, who number 1,200, and to negotiate self- 
government. 

The cemetery lands are part of the overall claim 
to the Seigneury of the Lake of Two Mountains. The 
Seigneury claim covers more than 673 square kilo- 
meters.

Minutes to the ’97 Strategy Camp 


Groups represented at the ACAA Strategy Camp 
held on August 15 and 16 were ACAA — Peterbor- 
ough, Friends of the Lubicon, Students for Indig- 
enous Rights (WPIRG), Anti-Racist Action — 
Toronto, Montreal ABC, Bulldozer, OPIRG — Pe- 
terborough, Regroupement de Solidarite avec les 
Autochtones, Rebelles, Zapatista Direct Solidarity 
Committee, Indigenous Internet Magazine and OCAP. 
The first part of the camp was dedicated to talking 
about possible regional campaigns and the second part 
was reserved to discuss ACAA’s structure. 

The Friends of the Lubicon made a proposal 
asking groups to come to Toronto and sponsor a day 
of court during their trial. They want to use the trial 
to bring attention to the issues faced by the Lubicon. 
They announced a community feast on September 
1, 1997 and a support rally at Nathan Philip Square 
on September 2, 1997. They raised the possibility of 
holding speaking engagements with key witnesses 
such as Ward Churchill and Lubicon chief, Bernard 
Ominayak, however there may be too short notice. 
They plan to do daily trial updates distributed by a 
list service. FoL asked for suggestions on how to 
deal with Daishowa asking for their mailing list. 
They have a church booked for meetings during the 


trial. People in Quebec can pick up on the boycott 
because legally they can. They will be calling the 
phone list for a quick response to the verdict if nec- 
essary. There is a video available called “A Fight 
Against Time”. The trial takes place in September 
and resumes on November 6, 7 and 24. 

The trials of three Temagami demonstrators will 
be on August 28 and 29, 1997 in Peterborough. Pe- 
terborough asks people to attend the trial. They want 
to have the issue of sovereignty in Temagami dis- 
cussed in the trial. They plan to have a witness from 
Bear Island. Radio summaries may be produced for 
people with radio shows and there will be informa- 
tion posted on e-mail. 

On September 29 to October 6 there will be more 
Stoney Point trials that should be attended in Sarnia. 
Deane’s sentence has been appealed and it could bea 
year or so before it goes before the court. The possi- 
bility of building a coalition with other anti-Harris 
groups is raised to push for an inquiry into the OPP 
killing of Dudley George. People can work on a joint 
campaign for an inquiry into the events at Gustafsen 
Lake and the death of Dudley George. There is the 
need to bring the focus back to sovereignty for Stoney 
Point. There is a memorial feast at Stoney Point on 
September 6. There is evidence of ON-FIRE and 
OFAH working together.

Basis of Unity 

The Anti-Colonial Action Alliance is a 
diverse network of autonomous groups and 
individuals who act in alliance with In- 
digenous resistance to the colonial state 
of Canada. ACAA engages in investiga- 
tive research, public education, support 


work and direct action. 


Principles of Unity 

e Member groups and individuals main- 
tain complete autonomy outside of ACAA. 
e Organizing within ACAA will be on a 
de-centralized, anti-authoritarian struc- 
ture. Members of ACAA will work to 
eliminate internal hierarchies (including 
sexism, racism, hetero-sexism and 
classism) within the sphere of ACAA. 

e Membership in ACAA is voluntary and 
open to anyone who agrees with the goals 


and objectives. 


Goals 

e To strengthen the regional communica- 
tion structure between existing organiza- 
tions that support First Nations’ sover- 
eignty and self-determination.

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Federal Government enters 
negotiations between the 
Chippewas of Nawash and Ontario 


Chippewas of Nawash — 30 July 1997: 
Neyaashiinigmiing Chief Ralph Akiwenzie an- 
nounced that the federal government will become 
involved in the fishing dispute between the 
Chippewas of Nawash and Ontario. The Department 
of Indian Affairs has asked Judge Stephen Hunter 
of Belleville if he would act as mediator. 


Chief Ralph Akiwenzie, on behalf of the 
Chippewas of Nawash said: “We have been after 
negotiations among the three parties for some time 
and we welcome the federal government’s involve- 
ment. Judge Fairgrieve, in his Jones-Nadjiwon de- 
cision that recognized our rights to fish commer- 
cially, suggested strongly that Ontario negotiate the 
outstanding issues.” 

In April 1993, Judge David Fairgrieve ruled that 
the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources had vio- 
lated the aboriginal and treaty rights of the 
Chippewas of Nawash by imposing quota-based li- 
cences on Nawash fishermen. Negotiations between 
Ontario and the Chippewas of Nawash began in 1994 
but broke down in 1995 when the Ministry said it 
would only discuss the terms of another licence. The 
MNR tried to impose communal fishing licences on 
both First Nations in June 1996 and again in Febru- 
ary 1997. The terms of the licences set quotas on 
Native fishermen and prohibited them from fishing 
in certain areas of their traditional waters. 

In the meantime, the Chippewas of Nawash has 
developed its own management regime to govern the 
fishing of its members. 


Trial against 2 men accused of 
stabbing Nawash Band members 
goes ahead 


The trial against two area men charged for stabbing 
two young Nawash men in the early morning hours 
of September 3, 1995, began on October 6, 1997 in 
Owen Sound. 

It is important to understand the background 
against which these stabbings occurred in order to 
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fully understand the First Nation’s concerns. In 1995 
the backlash against Nawash fishing rights around 
the Bruce Peninsula took a nasty turn when thou- 
sands of meters of Native’s nets were stolen from the 
water and several Native boats were vandalized (one 
was sunk and a week later set on fire). No charges 
were ever laid in the many incidents of property dam- 
age against Nawash fishermen. The Nawash com- 
munity sees the stabbings as part of that backlash. 

Kelly Kirkwood and Darrel McGregor are 
charged with aggravated assault and possession of a 
dangerous weapon. Kirkwood faces an additional 
charge of assault with a weapon. 

Court is to resume January 12, 1997.

MaKominising Anishnawbeg re- 
opens tributary 


Temagami, August 19, 1997- The Ma-Kominising 
Anishnawbeg announced that part of the Red Squir- 
rel Road north of Temagami was dug up to allow a 
creek linking the two lakes to flow once again. 

“Dymond Lake means a lot to our people,” said 
MKA spokesman Woody Becker. “Our ancestors 
walked this land since the beginning of time and it’s 
heartbreaking to our elders to see the creek dammed 
up.” 

Becker said the action is the first of many “res- 
toration” projects which will take place on the an- 
cestral lands of Temagami Natives. 

“There are going to be other initiatives carried 
out,” he said. Becker said the Dymond lake action 
was not simply a political act to assert Native rights, 
but an effort to help fish populations in Dymond Lake 
regenerate. 

“The lake is dying,” he said. “But nobody’s stand- 
ing up.” 

Becker noted the extension is still not being used, 
so the MKA’s action shouldn’t have any practical 
impact on anyone. However, he said Lake Temagami’s 
water level could drop as a result, but suggested the 
dam at Cross lake could be raised to compensate.

Musgamagw Tswataineuk Tribal Council — August 
26, 1997: Fishfarms are a threat to sensitive eco- 
systems and the marine food chain. Areas such as 
the Broughion Archipelago has sustained Kwakuital 
civilization for thousands of years. 

Now, productive clam beds are being destroyed. 
Cod and halibut stocks are being threatened. There 
is great concern for the survival of Oolichan runs 
on the Kingcome and Knight Inlet rivers. 

“Kwakiutl First Nations will resort to all means 
possible to stop the continued contamination of our 
ecosystems and the way of life of the Kwakuitl 
people.” 

“To destroy a way of life is to destroy a people.

It seems clear that only civil disobedience in 
the long haul will save us from irreparable harm. 
Every legal recourse will be explored. The Kwakiutl 
people will coalesce with all parties with the same 
concern.

Alkali Lake Natives Sue Catholic 
Church 


Settlers In Support of Indigenous Sovereignty — 
July 11, 1997: A number of Alkali Lake residential 
school survivors have filed a law suit in BC Su- 
preme Court. According to BC Report magazine 
(July 7, 1997) the natives are suing the Roman 
Catholic Church, the Oblate order of priests as well 
as the federal government of Canada. 

Bishop Hubert O’Connor was convicted of 


sexually assaulting young Native people at the St. 
Joseph’s Residential School in the 1960’s. The plain- 
tiffs are alleging that the defendants were responsible 
for coercing Natives into the genocidal residential 
schools. O’Connor, who fathered a child with one of 
his young victims, is free pending an appeal. 


University of Victoria participates in 
the "Vampire Project" 


Settlers In Support of Indigenous Sovereignty — Oc- 
tober 1, 1997: The University of Victoria has an- 
nounced its continuing participation in the Human 
Genome Diversity Project. The US based project in- 
volves the taking of tissue samples from 700 “endan- 
gered” indigenous societies which it refers to as “iso- 
lates of historic interest”. By reproducing the cell lines 
and searching for unique DNA sequences the Project 
hopes to discover new and lucrative cures. Critics 
however refer to the plan as “Bio Piracy” or the “Vam- 
pire Project”, and say that collection and patenting 
of cell lines occurs often without the knowledge or 
consent of indigenous “donors”. 

According to the September 19, 1997 edition of 
The Ring — UVic’s Communications Services cam- 
pus paper, a number of University projects have re- 
ceived $5.8 million dollars in Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council (NSERC) funding. 

Ina 1995 Third World Network article by Marcus 
Colchester, ‘Hunting for Indigenous People’s Genes’, 
Dr. George Annas, Professor of Medical Ethics at 
M.L.T. assessed the HGP: “We’re taking from them 
their DNA, which we now consider like gold. It’s 
even worse than standard colonialism and exploita- 
tion because we are taking the one thing that we value. 
After we take that we have no real interest in whether 
they live or die.” 

Leonora Zalabata, spokesperson for the Arhuaco 
people of northern Columbia told Colchester that “our 
land, our culture, our subsoil, our ideology, & our 
traditions have all been exploited....now they are us- 
ing us as their raw materials.” 

Indigenous Peoples world-wide continue to pro- 
test the project. The Okanagan Nation has formally 
declared their sovereign territories and people off- 
limits to genetic prospectors.

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Ts’peten Defenders Sentenced 


Settlers In Support of Indigenous Sovereignty — 
July 30, 1997: The travesty of justice known as the 
Gustafsen Lake trial finally came to a close on July 
30, 1997. Thirteen of the 15 defendants convicted 
in connection with the Ts’peten siege of 1995 were 
sentenced to prison terms by Justice Bruce Joseph- 
son. They have been imprisoned for defending sa- 
cred Sundance and burial grounds on unceded 
Shuswap territory, and criminalized for standing 

on natural, international and consti-

All 
four are also prohibited from possession of firearms, 
ammunition or explosives for periods ranging from 
10 years to life. 

Of the 11 defendants convicted of mischief to 
property, seven received six month sentences: Grant 
Archie, Glen Deneault, Trond Halle, Mary Pena, 
Brent Potulicki, Percy Rosette, and Flo Sampson. 
Ron Dionne and Rob Fleming received slightly 
longer sentences, nine months and seven months 
respectively, as well as two years probation. Two 
defendants who have recently given birth were given 
conditional sentences to be served in the commu- 
nity; Sheila Ignace, daughter of Wolverine and Flo 
Sampson, received a six month sentence, and self- 
represented non-native Shelagh Franklin, who 
based her defence on jurisdiction alone, received a 
one year sentence. 

The firearms bans will have a severe impact 
on the cultural practice and diet of the traditional- 
ists. Moreover, the sentencing of Wolverine and 
Sampson causes grave worries for the well-being 
of JoJo Ignace, their developmentally disabled son.

Political prisoner update 


JoJo was acquitted on all charges laid against him 
and released, but doctors testified that his serious con- 
dition radically deteriorated as a result of the beat- 
ings and inappropriate medications he was given in 
jail. He has been subsequently hospitalized, and now 
neither of his parents will be free to care for him.

Settlers In Support of Indigenous Sovereignty — Sep- 
tember 12, 1997: Flo Sampson has been released by 
the British Columbia authorities on the second anni- 
versary of the 1995 Gustafsen Standoff. 

Sampson, who teaches the Shuswap language 
and cultural practices to the children of her commu- 
nity, has returned to the family home much to their 
relief and that of the Shuswap nation.

Firearms charges withdrawn in 
final Stoney Point trials 


Anti-Racist Action Toronto — October 7, 1997 
From Monday September 29 to Friday, October 3, 
1997 the last trial of Stoney Pointers charged in 
connection with an Ontario Provincial Police (OPP) 
assault on their community proceeded in Sarnia. 
Warren Anthony George and David Abraham 
George, both of Stoney Point, face charges stem- 
ming from the September 6, 1995 confrontation 
with the OPP in which Dudley George was mur- 
dered by the OPP. 

Firearms charges laid against Warren George, 
24, were dropped on the first day of the trial. Crown 
Attorney Henry Van Drunen withdrew one charge 
of possession of a firearm dangerous to the public 
peace and one of use of a firearm during an indict- 
able offense because of “no reasonable prospect of 
prosecution.” Warren George still faces three 
charges: dangerous operation of a motor vehicle 
causing bodily harm, criminal negligence causing 
bodily harm and assault with a weapon (a car). 

David Abraham George, 26, is charged with 
assaulting a peace officer and assault with a weapon 
(a piece of wood). 

The first week of Warren George and David 
George’s trial wrapped up as the prosecution rested 
its case. The trial will continue on December 15 in 
Sarnia when defense lawyers Peter Hatch and Jeffry 
House will present their case. 


Peterborough Temagami 
demonstrators found guilty 


Temagami Action Group Peterborough, August 30, 
1997 —Three Temagami activists were found guilty 
of mischief yesterday, after the Judge refused to ac- 
cept their defense of necessity. 

Peter Dundas, Bradley Waugh and Bruce 
McFarlane were charged at an October 15, 1996 
demonstration at the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources headquarters in Peterborough. The three 
are the last of the 14 people charged at the demon- 
stration to have their legal proceedings completed. 

The defense rested largely on necessity; mean- 
ing that to prevent the greater crime of the destruc- 
tion of old growth forest and the genocide of the 
Temagami Natives, protestors were forced to break 
the law. 

Woody Becker of the Makominising 
Anishinabweg testified for the defense. His testi- 


mony included evidence that the policies of the 
Ontario MNR are illegal and are part of an ongoing 
government policy of genocide against his people. 

When Waugh asked Woody Becker “Is it fair to 
describe the policies of the MNR as genocidal?”, Judge 
Morgan interrupted the proceedings. Waugh then 
explained their intension to use the defense of neces- 
sity. 

Peter Dundas and Bradley Waugh received sus- 
pended sentences and probation for one year with 80 
hours and 60 hours of community service respectively. 
Bruce McFarlane received a conditional discharge 
with six months probation and 30 hours of commu- 
nity service. 


Friends of the Lubicon Trial adjoums 
after a month of court 


First Nation Solidarity Working Group Peterborough 
— The lawsuit against the Friends of the Lubicon 
(FoL) went to trial on September 2 in Toronto with 
Justice McPherson presiding. The Friends of the 
Lubicon are being sued by Daishowa for 11 million 
dollars in damages for their successful consumer boy- 
cott against the paper company. 

The first 10 days of court involved the testimo- 
nies and cross-examination of witnesses for Daishowa. 
The witnesses for the Friends of teh Lubicon followed 
for the next eight days and included: Fred Lennarson, 
former adviser to the Lubicon; Ward Churchill, Na- 
tive rights activist and Professor; Archbishop Ted 
Scott, of the Anglican Church of Canada as well as 
the three defendants, Kevin Thomas, Ed Bianchi and 
Stephen Kenda. 

The testimony of the witnesses included the de- 
scription of the Lubicon struggle and the changes 
which have affected the Lubicon Nation. Ward 
Churchill's testimony on the origin of the word geno- 
cide stated that genocide covers five areas; direct kill- 
ing, systemic imposition of psychological harm, de- 
struction of physical environment, preventing births 
and compulsory transfer of children. 

The trial was adjournd until November 6, 1997 
and continue on November 7 and November 24, 
Lubicon Nation Chief Bernard Ominayak and former 
Federal Justice Minister and B.C. Supreme Court 
Judge Davie Fulton will testify for the Friends of the 
Lubicon.
